This report contains summary information on cases investigated 
by UFO research groups in the north of Britain.The time~.,i$eriod 
covered is the first half of this decade although certain times 
within each period are "better covered due 'to the fluctuating 
activities of UFO investigation. UFO groups do* not d serve some 
of the ridicule to which they s, ; .o inevitably subjected.Their tank 
involves collating and recording the facts regarding puzzling 
aerial phenomena witnessed by ordinary people.Many members within 
their ranks do sterling work ti this end and many,far from b ing 
fanatics or cranks actually possess scientific training.There is 
always a place for the ordinary enthusiast with no training what 
so ever and the groups,! know,would like to hear any offers of 
assistant . 

It would of course be an impossible task to thank individuals 
personally but what can be done is to dedicate this report to 
the groups as a whole.They are listed below with full gratitude. 
Naturally no claims can be made that this work is comprehensive. 

There is an inevitable amount of ’lost' data which simply is 
nev' r rep -rtod by the public either through ignorance of wher-' to 
report it to or through fear of being ridiculed.However,there is 
a fair summation ofl data contained within these pages to serve as 
a basis for analysis. 

The format of the report is simple enough.Each year is treated 
in turn with a summary and with full inf jrmation on cases of 
express intereot.lt would obviously be possible to fill many pages 
with case histories on EVERY investigated report but this would 
not- only be dull reading but would cloud the overall picture.For 
this reason the ce. .es chosen are highly s lective representitiveo 
of the "vdnts of that year. The. report is then concluded with an 
analysis of all the data made available to NUFQN by the groups 
with ■.one. or two thoughts on the trends shown thereby.

This year is rather poorly covered hy the NUFON files.The 
reason for this is that several of the local investigation groups 
did not commence operations until 1972 or 1973. andso much current 
data was lost.It is an unfortunate fact that; UFO groups which 
were around and subsequently became defunct did not pass on their 
valuable files.The hope is that now NUFON exists not only will 
such disbandments be eliminated but if any unfortunately do occur 
the results of their work,stored in the NUFON files and the 
national bodies to whom they are also channeled,will not be lost.

CASS 7002 APRIL 1970 MUFORA The Fuzzy Moon 

Several people from various parts of Lancashire were 
witness to the passage of this large fuzzy,moon shaped object 
travelling silently in and out of cloud.Estimates of speed seem 
to indicate about 20Qmph and since the cloud level was around 
1500 foot we have a fair estimate of its height.Several witnesses 
reported that bits were flying off it. There is a distinct 
possibility that this observation refers t the re-entry of a 
satellite into the earths atmosphere - in which case the height 
estimates would seem wrong. No definite conclusion can be made. 

CASE 7004 JULY 1970 WUFOS DISC with Masts 


Probably the most unusual report of the year concers a 
woman out with a horse at Prenton on the 7/irral at 11.15pm.Unlike 
the previous report where th number of witnesses makes the validty 
of at least the observation certain in single witness reports we 
can but rely on the apparant integrity of"the person concerned. 

The object described was like an upturned dinner plate with a 
perfectly flat bottom.There was a 
dome on top and what seemed to be 
masts protruding from each side. 

It was seen to move in and out 
of cloud for about ten minutes 
leaving a short vapour trail and 
an odd smell.The woman felt that 
it followed her,stopping and

starting with her movement.This later fact could be important with 
regards to certain optical phenomena.However an important addition 
is the fact that her horse was severely disturbed during the 
time of the presence of the o’oj- ct overhead.Eventually, it appeared 
close to the place of first sighting and tilted on edge.It then 
streaked off and out of sight. 


CASES 7007 & 7003 NOVEMBER 13 1970 SOPORS F. loating Yellow Balls 

These two cases should be combined although the latter 
w k as recorded independently by BUFORA. At 02-00 a BR Signalman, 
alxne in his box near Saxilbjr,Lines,observed two yellow spheres 
sitting silently just above the ground about half a mile away. 

He went outside because he thought they might be reflections on 
the window glass - but no - they were still there.After a minute 
or so they began to float about gently.He tried to phone the next 
signal box down the line but they suddenly extinguished themselves 
like a light bulb. Not far away in an ear,nose and throat hospital 
in Northants .a y -ung patient got out of bed and looked out at the 
pro-dawn sky.There appeared a yellow light,spinning and zig-zaging 
up and down.It came from the East and moved off south,growing smaller 
before vanishing instantly. The similarities in these stories 

testify to the validity of SOMETHING.7/hether this was some kind 
of meteor logical phenomena is hard to say,but it seems doubtful 
that such a wide area would be effected without many more reports. 

We may speculate therefore that this was one object which was seen 
in Lincolnshire- at 2am and some time 1 ~.ter headed Vi|jSj&i to appear 
in N rthants. But what was it??

were richer’ up by ,-roups after their forr.ation.lt <’.oes,hawever,contain some case which 
illustrate points of. interest.Amongst those not treater’, in depth he low is one which 
has nany of the r.ttri’/utes of 7004.This cones fron IJ/ftCT! 25 th anil occurcd at ."HkTCF 
where ponies and horses in a field wore violently disturod by. a cross shaper’, object 
riving off sparks.As previously the object circled round,appeariny and disappearing 
alternately .Also during the August of this year a large number of reports were- found to 
coincide with the close approa.ch of IIAIS to the Harth and its consequent brightness in 
the sby.l'erhaps the most famous cones fron UtE?CRA in Staffordshire when a policemen took 
12 photographs of a bright red object hanging in the slq/.I’o less an authority than Hr 
Itynek,famous T JSA Astronomer and UPCloyist,investigated this and it was shown that unwit¬ 
tingly the -ipliceran had photographed reflections of street lights whilst visually see¬ 
ing i'ars.Str'CF.S dealt with reports from the same tine which undoubtedly were of 'the sane 
origin .Finally the common UPC type.a fuzzy orange sphere,made its presence ’siown with an 
excellently documented report from the shores of Loch Teas made by a retired !ii\P ’’One 
Commander.

A young student,who though alone seem of food standing reported that she 
observed the slow flight of a 'rey triangle shape on a S' course over,a residential area 
of ranchester.lt was floating as if controlled and the height was fairly accurately- 
estimated as 2,000 ft.be are fairly certain it was no type of aircraft as its speed was 
to slow.The possibility of a balloon has been considered ’nit the known wind speed was 
slight and in the wrong direction.Another theory that has been postulated is that it was 
some type of yassoous emission from nearby marshland ’nit this is subject to the same 
drawbacks as the balloon theory.

On a-bright sunny afternoon a nan and wife wero watching a light aircraft at 
Vharfdale , Uki pt on f ns it made its way towards Lr eds/nrad ford airport .The hoiyht was about 
6,000 ft.Just above the aircraft was a hazy looking cone which seemed to be net§,lic.It 
flew alony with the aircraft for some distance.Tho plane then entered a cloud bank where 
upon the object stopped and hovered for a few seconds.lt reversed its direction of notion 
and sped away.One possible explanation for this is some type of optical reflection of the 
aircraft but the later details of the story do not quite fit this.

Che of two recorded landiny cases forthis year took place at Weldon in 
Forthants.There was only one witness,a women, who had a caravan which was perked in an 
open space with fields behind it .She claims to have seen an object looking like an uptu¬ 
rned mushroom which was shiny and whito.lt was sitting in the fie 14, restiny on three 
pointed lem.There was mist all round it and its middle slowed a red and yrocn colour. 
Unfortunately it does not seem as if any hard physical evidence is available from this 
report which id a pity,because if true one would expect there to have been at least the 
possibility of some. 

Reported landings arc unfortunately quite rare in this country,which nay be 
due to its high' population density and the seeming, statistical aversity of such reports 
to areas of high population.?!!?^' is urgently awaiting the opportunity to taoklo an alle— 
yed landing rapidly so that valuable potential trace evidence be retroivod.

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Ihough there are potential explanations for this case 
which spring to mind (such as a meteorological phenomena of some 
type) none has been found and owing to the many independent and 
reliable witnesses it has much of interest.The time is around 7.3o 
pm.An OAP on the way to watch some wrestling in the centre of 
Scunthorpe saw a red reflection in ^ 
her spectacles.She looked up and 
saw a red balloon shape moving IT- 
S in a motion which dipped and 
swooped before going to thd ground 
in the general direction of the 
railway. Although further witnesses 
from other parts of the t wra came 

forward with their stories there were interesting discrepanci s 
in the factors involved.On the whole they tended to describe a 
very similar phenomena,except details were added.The red ball 
seemed to hover in position after rising before it swooped 
downwards and when it moved away its colour dianged to orange.

CASE 711 3 December 17 1971 SUFORS Car stopped by sphere 

The witness was driving to an appointment on the Lincoln 
side of Newark at about 8pm. Suddenly his car engind cut out 
though the lights remained ON.The car was a brand new model,just 
a year old,and had not been causing any trouble before. Thd 
puzzled driver got out to investigate and noted in passing that 
a huge gre y sph \r>id shape was resting in a field close by.It 
was as big as a bungalow front and shimmering as if surrounded by 
a heat haze. Since he was in a hurry he took little notice and 
continued to search the insides of his car to find the problem. 
There was apparently nothing wrong. Suddenly h~ saw lights 
moving across the front of him and he looked up noticing right 
away that the big spheroid had vanished without sound or trace. 

A few moments later his car engine restarted as if there had 
never been anything wr ng with it. This is not the end of the 
story since on the night the witness was interviewed regarding 
this case the car did exactly the same thing for about ton minutes 
It has apparantly never done so at any other time,before or since, 
nor was any mechanical fault found. Mysteriously after this second 
incident the witness refused to talk furthef on the subject. 


Of course there is little to indicate that the observation 
of a strange object close by and the effect on the car were rolat d 
but it is certainly true that there are many such cases on record 
where some field generated by the UFO seems to interfere with 
electrical equipment.One would be hard pushed to relegate them all 
to the realms of chance. It is this theoty that an electromagnetic 
fi Id of great intensity is gen- rated by the UFO which has led to 
various types of *UF0 detector' whose value is undecided but who 
in reality are detect magnetic variations NOT necessarily UFOs. 

One might speculate in this case that the witness refus d 
to discuss the matter further for fear of a hoax being found out 
but it might also be a natural reacti m to such mysterious goings 
on - IF THEY OCCURS0.

witness to the slew passage on an East-West course of a flying 
dustbin trailing wisp” smoke.lt was only small,2 ?r 3 font by 5 or 
6 but was seen by about twenty persons including t-achors,speech 
th'rapists and psychologists. At 5pm witnesses in Helmshore, 
Ross^ndal..,saw what seems remarkably similar objects coming from 
the North East.One such object moved south and was lost into the 
mi~ts but a second did a sweeping curve,came ov rhead and then 
moved north west..It was like an inverted bucket and r >und und'-r 
ncath.Thar' were four whit-' lights connected by a corridor or 
neon tube.One of the lights was flashing at the rate of about 
one flash persecond.

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7/e are now coning to what will seem tile two most important 
years covered by this report.This is somewhat artificial due to 
factors already described hut it is certainly true that there.are 
more cas^s worthy of mention in 19732:74 than in the other years. 
Those included helow are by no means all the unexplained cases 
for 1973. There was an -ec client multiple vitneso case from Unswnrth 
(which was officially * explain: d 1 as k balloon) and an intern ting 
report from Oldham not seven days lat r of a hovering cone shaped^ 
ohj ct. There wor* also cases which though seemingly puzzling at 
the time wore su seauently identified.For example two green halls 
of fire with streaks across them (the latter seen from many paris 
of the north west) turn d out to or fireball meteors.Ther 'was 
also the c ose of a UFO which destroyed another with a laser beam 
(according t :* one of the several witnessesJ ) which actu lly proved

CA3E 7309 JUNE 1973 MUEORA The mass ve cigar 

A well doceumcnted report from a forrestry worker in the 
village of Lamplugh,Cumber.land,which gains in value due to his 
presence of mind during th~ oosorvation.lt was dusk on a fine 
evening and he was returning home across the hillsides after 
visiting the town library.Suddenly he heard a droning,penetrating 
sound which pounded inside his head.IFe caught sight of a huge 
cylindrical object with rounded ends moving slowly (about 10 
mph).He waiched it for ten to fifteen- minutes as it passed over 
head and disappeared over Murton Fell,a nearby hill.As it faded 
into the distance it reflected the setting sun of a polished 
surface.During the time of his observation he held the book he 
had in his arms at arms length and an ac urate measure of the 
obj cts size was. obtained.This was 330 fe t long.Its height was 
close to 1500 feet judging from the distance with which it cleared 
the hill. Although there were no other direct witnesses people 
on a nearby faun testified to the statement that they heard th 
noise and that the dogs and other animals wore disturbed by it. 

CASE 73 11 JULY 2 1973 MUFORA A flaming jewel 

A housewife and fami.lly were returning home from a 
day out and were parked in a lay by near Lost ck Gralam in 
Cheshire.It was just growing dark.She observed the slow descent 
of what was described as a long white jewel which captivated her 

attention as it dropped behind 
trees,seemingly into a timid. 

The other members of her familly 
were close at hand but she 1 c mid 
not 1 call out to them and they 
did not witness the silent 
descent.During the few moments 
of her experience she said that 
she was totally unaware of the 
traffic passing close by.After 
a few minutes when she related her experience a search was made 
of the fields nearby but no trace ■->f anything was found nor any 
possible cause for the light phenomena. Although not as intrinsic 
ally puzfling us the- previ ms.case the effects on the witness ar 
worthy of note for possible psychological theories of either the 
basis r ffect of the UFO phenomena.

This typ^ of UFO phenomena is quite common,and felt by 
s'me to he distinct from the main branch of fojects.lt is thought 
possible .that sour' unknown type of electrical phenomena .could 
account for certain cases such as the one which follows. 


The witness had stayed up late to read and just switched out the 
light at around 1.40 am.He saw a blue white ball of li ht which, 
just hovered over roof'tops opposite his Hale home.It was the 
apparent size of th full m: on and was rocking slightly from 
sid t) side.Aft.r about 30 seconds it began to move southwards 
and to descend,aocel rating as it went.It also appeared to alter 
course. 7/hen the motion began a sound like a lawn-mower a long 
way off was heard - which MAY have boeh conn-cted with the ball 
of light. After being subject to disbelief by all he t -Id he - 
kept quiet bout the observation until the opportunity aros to 
pass details on to MUFORA. This again is a common experience which 
-argues for the reality of at least th observation of something 
puzzling to the witness.

the latter part of the year Which proved the most active.MUFORA 
even had to d al with a reported landing case with alleged tiny 
human-looking occupants which presented a multi-sided gift with 
odd writing on it to the puzzled witnesses.Unfortunately this 
story,from North Wales,did not check- out and MUFORA were forced 
to conclude that it was a hoax.

CASE 742 4 June 22 1974 7/UFOS The Skywatch s ighting 

This report is extremely well doceumcnted since it stems 
from observations made by several members of a skywatching t am 
of the Wirral UNO Society.They are experienced in this type of 
activity - and as with all such exercises were basically involved 
to give practice in observing unusual natural phenomena since the 
low probability of a genuine UFO observation is understood. They 
had been observing for some hours from the school field in 
Bebbington.At a few moments before midnight two obsorvors noted 
a black spherical shape in the north went.At first it hovered and 
then began to move WNW to North slowly.lt was viewed through 
15x50 binoculars by both witnesses but was lost by on as it 
war; difficult to pick up against the dark sky background.Two 
further witness, followed its slow path and confirm with the 
other who was still viewing that it seemed to change shape and 
become elongated and cylindrical.This change occured in a matter 
of seconds and the sequence continued back to a spherical shape. 

It th^n began t move in almost the opposite path to which it had 
come and the fourth obs rvor managed to regain sight of it as it 
moved off in this way.All four watched it move off into the 
distance. The total duration 'f observation was close on 30 mins 
and as can bo seen from the photograph and diagrams a good deal 
of sky was covered during this time. Estimates of size (10-15 fe t) 
height (few huni d feet) and distance (no more than a mil' >r so) 
are quite consislant. The .suggested xplanation for the apparant 
shape change is the changing angle of observation.in othe-r words 
the object was cylindrical all the time but was seen as a sphere 
when moving more towards than at right angles to the obsorvors. 
Great trouble was gone to to try to find a natural explanation. 

The possibilities were, fairly conclusively eliminated one by me 
and at present this report remains on of the best doccumented 
unidentifieds. 

A most interesting postscript to this affair is that the whole 
period around this weekend was plagued with UFO reports from all 
over the r gien,although this fact only became apparant much later 
when the ITUFOiT files were examined.Two further cases were recorded 
on that very night - within a couple of hours of this sighting. 

At Tarp orleyfChoshire,as dusk fell a whole familly in a car 
reported seeing a cigar shape in the sky which fell to the ground 
but stopped midway and ‘hovcrod.lt changed colour as it stood 
still then streaked off at a 45 degree angle..The other report 
was less spectacular but came from North wales within forty 
minutes of the Wirral case.

'■f the observations leave no doubt that It was the same object 
being viewed. The first report to c me tplight was from Rochdale 
where a man reported a rectangular shape with a tail which t follow'd 
a SV/ to NE course.The time was about 7.20pm.It moved across the 
sky for several minutes in a sweeping arc and on severalvpccasi ns 
stopped and then accelerated away again.When it was stationary 
it seemed to pulse and grow in brightness.The tail was also mor 
visible as it moved.

It 
will no doubt be felt that t. . so reports are somewhat, sketchy in 
nature. This is a valid criticism.It was not the purpose of this 
report,however,to publish tV mass of detail that is available 
but simply to summarise it. I survey of the cases will show that 
they contain many features vi.lch are found again and again in 
report ed UPO experiences thr-e,eh cut the world.

Animal Disturbance ; This is known- in six cases where horses,dogs, 
cats and farm animals reacted to the presence of a UPO.In 
at least four cases a noise was observed by the witness.

These were HUM ( 2 ) ENGINE NOISE ,POUNDING & BANG 
Colour Changes : These are recorded in seven instances with some 
predominance in the report.Of. these three were to a firoy 
colour below and two to red (perhaps indicating engine 
activity).Two reports indicate gain in luminescence. 

Smell : Three reports of smells - two sulphorous and one ozone like 
Wobbling motion : This slight rocking motion in flight was noted 
in significantly six cases. 

There were five reported landings and one case of electromagnetic 
disturbance. 

In fifteen cases the witness recorded strange calming,almost 
soporific effects,of varying degrees.'

DATA (where the investigation did not produce enough evidence 
to decide between known and unknown) and two categories where 
a natural explanation is more likely PROBABLE &. POSSIBLE (the 
former bordering on the POSITIVE and the latter on the IBSUFFICENT 
DATA categories in most cases).

CONCLUSION: 

It is of course realised that little meaning, should 
beattachod to such a relatively small samplo.lt would naturally 
have been best to base the evaluations solely on the unknown 
reports but these total sp few in number that no moue than brief 
references to similarities or differences in trends could he 
noted.Nevertheless what, these figures do represent is a statist 
ical survey of the PHENOMENA.Using this broad term we are covering 
both unknown and identifiable reports which all form part of the 
subject of Ufology.
